Congress Leaving 


Much Unfinished 


The first session of the 83rd Congress 
will be distinguished more by what its 
members failed to do than by genuine 
accomplishments. And yet if we meas- 
ure what it did by a yardstick of transi- 
tion from 20 years of Democratic rule, 
certain acts stand out. 

The GOP gained power on a plat- 
form of economy in government, a bal- 
anced budget, tax cuts, not curtailment 
but improvement of social services, an 
end to the Korean War and stronger 
measures against the Communists. 

Actually, economies were made. A 
total of $13,000,000,000 was chopped 
from the proposed Truman budget. 
However, the administration found it 
could not balance the budget, cut taxes, 
and extend domestic services, without 
dangerously risking the nation’s se- 
curity, In reality, many services were 
cut back while others were weakened 


to the point that abandonment will be. 


the next step. 

The 83rd Congress reversed a half- 
century-old policy of conservation and 
development of natural resources, open- 
ing the way to exploitation of billions 
of dollars worth of oil and other wealth 
held in reserve for the future. 

Congress saw the specter of McCar- 
thyism rise to a frightening degree, 
with the Wisconsin senator’s govern- 
ment within a government endangering 
America’s prestige abroad and weaken- 
ing the GOP administration at home. 

The 83rd Congress was the “investi- 


gatingest” in history. Beguiled by the. 


opportunity for personal. publicity and 
headlines, as well as by the new me-~ 
dium of television, its members gave us 
a constant drumfire of bombast that ex- 
ceeded any of the past. 

Failure to raise the debt “imit pre- 
sents the nation with an unprecedented 
crisis. In this, as well as in failure to 
act on many other measures, the Con- 
gress merely postponed the inevitable. 
Should tax collections be no more than 
Secretary Humphrey has predicted, a 
special session this fall will become 
mandatory. 

As the congressmen go home, many 
people breathe a sigh of relief. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s administration will 
be given a chance to function without 
the necessity of spending more time 
with senators and representatives than 
in performance of duties. 

Even so, Congress still stands as the 
greatest deliberative body on earth and 
its will represents a vastly complex and 
_democratic diversity of peoples who 
manage to speak through its member- 
ship. 

We join in wishing its members a 
happy vacation, although they most 
certainly will be back in session before 
Christmas—without the services of their 
great leader, Sen. Robert A. Taft, to 
maintain the precarious balance be- 
tween the restive GOP factions.

Georgia Dairy Herds 
Need To Be Improved 


Georgia farmers must work to in- 
crease unit yields if they are to com- 


pete with other sections. This bit of 
advice applies to*every field of farm 
production, cotton, corn, livestock, truck 
and timber crops. 

In the field of dairying, Frank W. 
Fitch, specialist of the Agricultural 
Extension Service, has pinpointed the 
difference in high-cost and low-cost 
production inherent in dairy herds. 

It would take 256 cows averaging 
5,000 pounds of milk per yétr to earn 
a $5,000 labor income annually. If the 
farmer has a large family, he might 
get by. However, he would be paying 
himself and his family: helpers less than 
19 cents an hour for time spent earning 
it. If he had to hire his labor from 
outside, he just couldn’t make the 
grade. 

On the other hand, 16 cows averag- 
ing 12,500 pounds of milk per year 
would earn $5,000. His pay and that 
of his help would jump to $2.72 per 
hour. 

Although we don’t know how Mr. 
Fitch arrived at his conclusions, it is 
obvious that an improvement in the 
quality of Georgia dairy herds, with a 
consequent improvement in pastures 
and feed crops would mean millions in 
additional income to dairy farmers. To 
achieve the goal outlined, ‘‘Those cows 
must be well-bred, well-fed, and well- 
managed.” 

At any rate, it is a mark to shoot at. 
Milk produced in the Midwest still can 
be shipped to Georgia and sold at prices 
lower than our own. farmers can pro- 
duce it. That situation could be re- 
versed for the profit of both Georgia 
producers and consumers,

That was the attitude taken 
abroad when the first wounded prisoners 
came back earlier this year—the British 
disparaged all the talk about atrocities as 
exaggerations, 

Governments which do not discharge 
their obligations to be humane are not 
entitled to recognition by the civilized 
world. But already debate in the British 
Parliament indicates an impatience with 
the United States government because 
American officials don’t want to accord 
recognition and a seat in the.Security 
Council of the UN to the Red China govern- 
ment whose commanders are responsible 
for the deaths of these 8,302 Americans. 

The only way there could be a “‘victory 
for collective security” is to punish the ag- 
gressor. But the British government doesn’t 
want to do this. Secretary of State Dulles 
made a’ statement a few days ago. that 
America would not trade unification of Ko- 
rea for the admission of Red China to the 
UN—and then the British Parliament ex- 
ploded. Dulles then :had to make a state- 
ment that the United States wouldn’t walk 
out of the ‘“‘political conference” if it de- 
veloped into a ‘‘sham’” unless he. consulted 
the British and other Allies.

To Reform Party 


WASHINGTON—To an extent that is 
rare in our history, Senator Taft had be- 
come.a symbol of.'a political party, his 
own, the Republican, and had established 

an identity in which 
the man and the party 
were merged and could 
not be separated. 
“ That was recognized 
and simply expressed 
in the popular designa- 
tion: ‘‘Mr. Republican.”’ 
That was true de- 
spite the fact that he 
had never, during his 
i entire career, repre-

As administration leader in the Senate, 
one of Senator Taft’s chief values to the

As between the two, Senator Know- 
land occupied the more advantageous posi- 
tion by being a key figure in the big Cali- 
fornia delegation, which was supporting 
the candidacy of Gov. Earl Warren. 

Had Knowland been able to deliver the 
bulk of his state delegation to Taft when 
the break away from Warren came, he 
could easily have commanded the vice 
presidential nomination as the running mate 
of the Ohio senator. In that event, he 
would have been President of the United 
States today, assuming that the Republican 


ticket would have won in November. For 
the malignant disease that struck down 
Senator Taft would have taken its «-:vi- 
table toll anyway, whatever his station in 
life. 

By an odd turn of political fortune, Cali- 
fornia, it therefore may be said, closed the 
door which might have been opened for 
one of its favorite sons to enter the White 
House.

The sincere and forceful, yet love 
ing and completely practical wisdom of 
the apostle is as needed today as it was 
centuries ago. 

We all know persons who have quit 
being men, if indeed they ever behaved 
like men at all, and we know others who 
have become emotionally, intellectually and 
spiritually mature. Along the road to mas 
ture manhood, St. Paul points the way.

CONTRADICTION

How, asked the mother, can 
you stop them from talking 
about and wanting to go on

as Polly does at 17). 

Why should Molly suddenly 
undergo this change of charac- 
ter?

The crux of the: matter prob- 
ably lies in the final question, 
that of judgment. How many 
children under 12 are permitted 
to exercise their own judg- 


ment? 

With girls it is éspecially 
true that their clothes are se- 
lected for them, their activities 
are selected for them, their 
lives are rigorously outlined 
and controled. Until now they 
have acquiesced in every set 
pattern, but at 12 a gir] usually 
is governed by a few staple 
urges. 

She wants to be pretty. She 
wants to be popular. Above all, 
she wants to do, in all re- 
spects, “‘what the other girls 
do.’’ 

To her mother Molly is still 
‘my baby girl.”’ But she isn’t. 
She is 12. She is probably a 
perfectly capable, intelligent 
girl if given a chance to show 
either her capability or in- 
telligence.

The Southeast today has a “universal appeal” for |s 
business enterprise, according to President John W. Smith 
of Seaboard Air Line Railroad Co.
